2. the field was occunied by about 20 small single-engine aircrart, and twin-engine 
planes of which L2 wee once seen in the air. The twin-engine aircraft were low 
wine monoplanes with sinple rudder assembly, plexiglass lover section of nose, 
section of fuselace forward of wings considerably s.orter than section aft of 
wines. The twin-engine planes usually flew in forration:. Firine with aircraft 
weapons at pround or air targets, A’. firing practices, parachute jumos or comb 
releases were not observec. 


3. Another airfielc, but smaller and of minor imortance, was locate’ in the south 
or southeastorn section of the town, about 1 lm from the Pil camm. ‘Two or three 
‘4rvlanes were seen cover the field. There wac little flying activity. 
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
